To say this is a general hope 


would be far from the truth. The 
common people don't want any more 
war. 
Some of them frankly 
say 


thev had • enough of it the first day 
they were in it. Arid there are plen- 
ty who HOW say that the Kaiser miff- 
led them, and 
that 
the 
military 


crowd betrayed them. 


Certain it is that the liberals feel 


that there was much blindness about 
the causes of the war, and the reas- 
ons for continuing it. Germany was 
fed on patriotic propaganda for a 
long time ''and with successes came a 
lust for more victories 
and more 


territory. 
But, reverses 
and 
the 


final glimmerings of the truth as to 
the Kaiser and militarism converted 
many Germans from the policies of 
iron and blood. 


True, there was from the time of 


the armistice to the time of presen- 
tation of'the peace terms many of 
the "old guard" in power. And some 
of these, felt that there was u chance 
for Germany "to come back''. To 
them, the allied peace terms proved 
the greatest shock, though' every- 
where there was -surprise that the 
victors' terms proved as strong as 
they did.
